He  works  during  vaca- 
tion and  -after  school  hours, 
and  has  earned  his  o  wn  way 
through  college.  He  has  cho- 
sen to  be  a  doctor,  and  he  is 
confident  that  he  will  do  some 
good  in  the  world.

Mr.  E«  R.  Booker,  the  mast- 
er mathematician,  started  his 
eventful  life  in  the  town  of 
Pembina,  North  Dakota.  Here  he 
attended  high  school  and  grad- 
uated at  the  age  of  seventeen. 
He  continued  his  education  at 
the  University  of  North  Dakota 
until  1917,  when  he  joined  the 
service  and  was  in  charge  of 
the  Naval  Radio  Station  at  Al- 
pena, Michigan*  for  the  dura- 
tion of  the  war. 

After  the  Armistice,  Mr. 
Booker  attended  Stanford  Uni- 
versity until  1922,  came  to 
Lick  and  taught  for  a  year  and 
then  returned  to  Stanford  for 
his  final  year,  graduating  in 
1924,  after  a  year  as  a  Teach- 
ing Fellow  in  the  Mathematics 
Department . 

Returning  again  to  Lick,  he 
taught  for  several  years  and 
then  went  into  radio  research 
with  the  Federal  Telegraph  Co- 
pany.  He  came  back  to  Lick  in 
1930  where  he  has  been  teach- 
ing ever  since. 

Mr.  Booker  is  well  knovrn  a- 
bout  the  school  for  his  assis- 
tance at  the  dances  and  rallies 
and  for  his  sponsorship  of  the 
Board  of  Control.

We  now  have  three  govern- 
ment licensed  radio  operators 
in  school;  i.e.  Mc^nnerney, 
W6LII;  Logan,  V/6LX0,  and  Niel- 
son,  W7CwS. 

Preparing  for  their  examin- 
ations in  the  fifth  period 
pode  class  are  Dixon,  Hbersole, 
Forsman,  Marsh,  and  Hosking. 
They  should  be  ready  for  the 
examination  by  January. 

The  radio  club  gives  oppor- 
tunity for  activity  during  the 
noon  hour.  Some  of  the  boys 
talk  with  other  stations  in 
3an  Francisco  using  the  recent- 
ly developed  five  :  motor -uliua 
high  frequency  band  radio  tel- 
ephone. Others  use  the  trans- 
mitter turned  to  the  80  meter 
wave  band  talking  to  various 
stations  up  and  down  the  coast 
from  Canada  to  Mexico,  using 
the  international  code  with 
telegraph  key  instead  of  tele- 
phone. Some  practice  their 
code,  either  sending  to  each 
other,  or  using  the  -eliro- 
graph,  a  machine  using  a  long 
perforated  tape  to  transmit 
the  code  automatically.  McSn- 
nery,  who  takes  care  of  the 
public  address  system  during 
rallies,  wishes  to  urge  all 
those  using  the  microphone,  to 
enunciate  clearly,  and  to  re- 
member that  the  public  address 
system  is  much  like  the  ordi- 
nary telephone  system  at  home. 
It  won*fc  work  unless  one  speak- 
es  directly  into  the  micro- 
phone.

MUSIC  AMD  CREATED  MOOD.' 


To  be  truly  appreciative  of 

the  chirms  of  good  music,  one 
must  be  in  the  proper  vooA. 
Ther^  are  many  secret  devices, 
known  only  to  the  comp-s  ts  of 
the  old  schools,  that  have 
been  successfully  employed  to 
ease  the  listener  into  the 
correct  state  of  mind.  First 
and  most  important  of  these  is 
the  catchy  title.  Gudenlowzy, 
(mind  you  we  are  concerned 
only  with  the  composers  of 
classics)  -'ho  wrote  during  the 
late  seventeen  hundreds,  was 
among  the  first  to  utilize 
this  aid  to  the  audi encu.  The 
first  movement  of  his  greatest 
hit  tune  was  called  "The  Sick 
Swan."  As  the  swan  and  the 
melodv  became  worse,  ho  very 
cleverly  entitled  part  two 
"The  Dying  Swan. " 

The  height  of  this  master- 
piece of  subtleness  came  in 
the  third  and  last  part  which 
was  dubbed  "The  Dead  Swan." 
During  the  eighteen  hundreds 
there  were  many  contemporaries 
of  Mischa  Gudenlowzy,  but  few 
succeeded  in  attaining  a  men- 
tal effect  equal  to  that  of 
Mischa' 3  "Swan  Sonata." 

A  new  and  somewhat  radical 
school  of  composition  was 
founded  in  Germany  at  the 
close  of  the  nineteenth  cen- 
tury. The  founder,  however, 
was  ironically  cloaked  by  ob- 
scurity and  although  little  is 
known  about  him,   he  is  consi- 


dered a  genius. 


This  was  tlu 


beginning  of  the  period  of 
super-realism  in  music.  Com- 
posers, in  their  themes,  rrdm- 
ick  d  such  sounds  as  are  made 
by  carts  being  drawn  over 
rough  cobblestones  and  the 
shriek  of  steam  whistles  and. 
opera  singers.   Nature  Ly  this 


type  of  melody  ru quired  a 
change  of  mood.  The;  titles 
must  be  more  practical  than 
formerly,  but  still  poetical 
enough  to  incite  sympathy  in 
the  audience  for  both  the  com- 
position an-i  the  composer. 
Yehudi  Jones,  who  succ'  odt-d  in 
imitating  the  souni  of  a  band 
saw  cutting  through  ffl  keg  of 
nails,  called  his  first  tumult 
"Steam  Roller  at  Sunrise."  An- 
other lilting  melody  which 
sound':-]  like  a  woodpecker  at- 
tacking a  bass  drum  was  called 
"The  Frolicking  Hod  Carriers." 
Both  of  these  titles  placed 
th  ;  listener  in  an  excellent 
in   1  to  read  a  book. 

.another  mood,  which  is  fre- 
quently employed  by  conductors 
of  a  large  concort  orchestra 
to  draw  attention  to  their 
playing,  is  created  by  a  rorm 
of  dignified  gymnastics  and 
maniacal  gestures.  An  expert 
conductor  can  muss  his  toupee, 
threaten  the  oboe  player  with 
his  baton,  poke  his  finger  in 
the  eye  of  the  first  violinist, 
and  still  not  wrinkle  his 
shirt  front.  Such  skill  never 
passes  unnoticed  by  an  obser- 
vant audience.  This  same  me- 
thod is  used  to  a  wider  degree 
by  the  more  glorified  conduct- 
or, commonly  called  a  drum  ma- 
jor, who  is  allowed  to  wear 
clothes  that  would  shock  an 
opera  audience  and  en  brand- 
ish a  weapon  far  larger  and 
more  impressive  than  the  stick 
used  by  the  concert  conductor. 
Of  course  this  is  only  a  false; 
meed  created  to  give  the  cri- 
tics and  the  stage  hands  the 
impression  that  the  spectators 
ar  held  spellbound  by  the 
music,  when  in  reality  they 
are    either    estimating   the 


length  of  the  tuba  if  it  i,fere 
uncoilea,  or  creating  a  mental 
picture  of  a  musician  with  a 
bass  viol  under  his  chin* 

The  recent  comnErcialization 
of  the  opera  has  led  to  the 
manufacture  of  novelties  and 
toys  to  interest  the  music 
lover  in  this  form  of  vocal 
endeavor.  Most  popular  are 
the  opera  hat  and  opera  glass- 
es. The  former,  because  it 
folds  up  like  an  accordion, 
can  be  used  in  amateur  magic 
shows  or  to  amuse  one's  self 
during  the  intermission,  not 
to  mention  the  performance. 
The  glass  s  may  be  used  as  an 
aid  in  estimating  the  weight 
of  the  coloratura  soorano  or 
counting  the  flies  en  the  ceil- 
ing. Both  tenu  to  let  the 
opera  enthusiast  go  e  with 
a  feeling  of  having  s;  ;  the 
evenin  •  well.

of  jazz  discouraged  the  old 
masters,  so  they  died.  The 
song  writers  have  ceased  to 
consider  the  mental  altitudes 
of  their  listeners  and  have 
turned  out  such  a  variety  of 
themes  that  one  has  but  to 
turn  a  dial  on  the  radio  to 
find  any  state  of  emotional 
disorder.
